Good healih is
her trade mark, and yet, our past
experience is th.t if it were found
that the sea se pent was dangerous,
there are no lack of loud mooths
whish would rend the xir with as-
sertions that the sireets of Asheville
were full of ses serpents, that Bat~
tery Park had been abandoned to
them. Letus have out of town
hospitals; let us say we will care for
all sick, but we will have ne con-
tagious diseases in Asheville, and
then let us see whdi our slanderers
will do about it. LM H

annum, paysble semi-annaally at
the same place and represented by
coupons.

These bonds have just been issued
and purchased from Mayor Harkins
and the authorities by, Mr. Rhind,
one of Augusta's leading brokers,
and their placing will create a
gtrong demand for such popular se-
curities.

We regret
to announce in the uveginning, that
the length of hisvery able address
precladed its publication in these
columns, and at the same time sug-~
gest to the democralic executive
committee, the advisability of pub-
lishing the same in jjamplilet form
and seattering it broldeast among
the people of the distrivt.

Mr. Campbell is an ea\y aud flu-
ent speaker, with fine deNvery, and
excellent oratorical powers, and his
speech last night, showed much
careful study and research into the
important political issues and
movements with which the Awmeri
can people are confronled to day.
His analysis and comparison of
the two national platforms, so far as
they are related to the tariff ques-
tion were most magnificently made,
and his explanations and elueida-
siens, showed a complete mastery of
the intricate problems therein con-
tained. The evil results of protec-
tion were shown to the people in all
their horrid nakedness, and the hy-
pocrisy of radical leaders received
no mitigation atthespeaker’s hands.
His wribute to Cleveland, Thurman
and Fowle were in excellent taste,
and couched in chaste and elegant
language. His denunciation of Ben
Harrison and Morlon was bitter, and
the record he read of Harrison was
within itself 8 most powerful argu-
ment against the kid-glove aristo-
cratic lemnders of radicalism the
world over.

Mr. Campbell made a great speech
& good speech, and one that every-
body could understand and appre-
ciate. He spoke over an hour, and
held the strict attention of the aus
dience from the time he began untii
he closed bis speech. The Crrizex
congratulates Mr. Campball upon his
very excellent effort.
